I  I'a'/e  Pleasure  in  presenting  Annual  Report  0n  the  health  and  sanitainr 
circuv-istc  nces  of  the  Borouph  for  the  ^rear  1956« 

The  report  has  heen  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health  i::  their  Circular  19/56  and  deals  i/ith  the  vital  statistics,  social 
conditions,  drainage,  v/ater  supplies,  public  cleansing,  housing  and  other 
ratters  affectirp;  the  nuhlic  health. 


There  liave  not  been  op;^r  unusual  incidents  affecting  the  general  health  of 
the  InJiahitants  during  the  3'ear,  There  v'ere  only  four  cases  of  infectious 
diseases.  The  Registrar  G-enerel,  in  the  figures  \7hich  hatre  been  supplied, 
estii-ates  the  population  as  1,030,  There  v;ere  13  births  and  19  deaths. 

The  final  stages  in  the  construction  of  the  neT7  se^vverage  schere  v;ere  reached, 
but  there  are  still  a  fev;  outstanding  natters  v;hich  required  attention  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

There  :/ere  no  nev;  Council  houses  erected  during  the  j^ear  but  reconditioning 
of  t’lree  properties  'ras  carried  out  v/itln  the  aid  of  iinprovenent  grents. 

For  sor-ie  years  one  tos  felt  the  need  for  irnproved  facilities  in  food  preparing 
premise s  and  by  the  Regulations  uhich  }iave  been  introduced,  some  in  January  1956 
and  others  in  Julp-  1956,  a  inuch  needed  stimulus  has  been  given  to  ensuring  tlnat 
the  conditicns  under  vhicli  food  is  pre-pared  and  sold  ai^-  improved.  As  a  result 
of  the  ii:piT)vod  di'^liage,  some  nev;  equipment  has  already  been  provided  in  certalr

The  Borough  of  Ccrwhridge  conprises  an  area  of  Q!+  acres,  on  the  rain  higliv/ay 
fro’-'  London  to  Fishguard,  It  is  a  ancient  Borougli  formed  in  its  present 

state  prohaoly  early  in  the  13 th  century  and  at  this  period  "^/as  i-eifced  in 
Glariorgsn  as  second  only  to  Cardiff,  It  lias  not  developed  to  any  considerahle 
extent  and  for  the  past  100  years  the  population  has  oeen  alriost  static. 

The  Boi'ou.gli  is  the  natural  centre  of  the  fei-d:ile  Yale  of  Glamorgan  and  the 
principal  industries  are  clearl3’-  connected  './ith  agricultural  pursuits  such  as 
agricLiltuiral  engineers,  agricultui'nl  nerchants  and  shops  and  professional

It  is  gratifying  to  note  tliat  for  the  third  successive  year  all  sanrples 
taken  v/ere  in  Grade  i  wiiich  is  satisfactory!'.  It  is  also  pleasing  to  note 
that  no  samples  liavc  been  found  to  be  in  Grade  4  since  1951  3nd  no  samples 
in  Grade  3  since  1952,
